We  naiU*<l  up  the  luy  .and  into  Itoif 
t<m  harlsuir,  and  on  the  .Satiirlay  alternixiu  I  hnit 
set  fiH>t  4111  Aiiicricaii  «>il.  litist'in  (s,i  named  by  a  .Mr 
i.*i»tt«ui,  an  l'^iii;lisliinait,  who  wa-«  a  native  of  Inistoii 
in  Liiicolndiire)  is  situate.!  011  one  of  the  many  pro- 
iii'Mitaries  which  give  to  the  bay  such  a  p-uiaiilic 
ap|K.*arance  ;  this  promontary  is  coniu-ctetl  with  the 
mnin-laud  by  an  i'<tliiniM,  alsMit  a  mile  in  brea^lth.

An 
auctioneer,  whom  I  heanl  on  the  first  SatuHay  night 
after  my  srrival,  Itterally  aaUmished  me  ;  imh  ed,  ao 
itruat  waa  bis  "is.wer  of  Ulk,"  that  I  would  have 
luukixl  him  to  utter  in  a  given  time  aa  much  as  any 
half  d.««-u  aiictioii.ei-s  whom  I  had  ever  heanl  in 
Kn^-land.  It  wouhl  reipiire  a  far  mon-  ex|sTieiic-eil 
IH-Ii  than  mine  to  do  justice  to  the  clioractiristii-s  of 
the  iwople  of  the  SUte  of  Maasachiisi'tts,  anil 
e"|>rci»lly  of  those  in  the  city  of  Il.ist<m.  They  are,  aa 
a  ilass,  the  U-st  educated  mi-n  I  ever  met  Willi,  and 
their  inilii.ttry  ii  e.pi;d  to  their  ediuntion.  .\n  i.llir  in 
the  streets  is  a  curiiMity.  and  duriiit;  my  short  stay 
there  I  do  not  remeuilM-r  to  liavi*  seen  a  sini;le  |wur,'ar.

f*tr  liberty  an-l  iude|M-ndeuee.  (>ii  the  t^ip  of  the  niU 
i»  a  lar._:e  ol>eli>k,  ereete^i  U>  the  memory  of  the  brave 
men  who  fell  whilst  ti.;htiu^  for  fre<sloiu  ;  \nA  on  one 
(side  of  it.  near  tlu*  t^tp,  is  a  nniall  plain  ntone  which 
marks  the  pla*'e  when-  the  lioiiy  of  (leueral  Warren  (a 
physician  of  lli>sti>n)  waa  found  .after  the  battle.  An- 
oth*-r  relic  of  this  war  waa  |Ntiiitrtl  out  to  mo  on  the 
oiilnide  of  llrattleatreet  chur\'h,  where  there  ia  • 
caiimm  Uill  hniily  emhe.ldnl  in  the  wall. 

I  must  Dot  (orvet  to  mention  that,  iii  one  |tarticular, 
BoHtiui  iit  (avouretl  altove  any  other  .\iiierican  citj 
whi*-h  I  have  seen,  in  liaviii^  an  enclosure  or  i^-irk  of 
aUnit  iH-venty  acn**,  ri'.:ht  in  ita  ver>*  tM-iitre.  Thia  ia 
a  kTeat  Issin  to  the  inhabitant*,  and  they  are  rvrj 
justly  proud  of  it.  It  Ls  iNiiinded  on  three  iiidea  f^ 
ihHn*-  of  the  finest  public  and  private  building*,  one  M 
whH'h  u  the  State-house,  2:10  feet  alnve  the  aea  levek 
Knmi  the  auinmit  of  this  building;  the  iriew  of  the  \»T, 
thi'  lalaiidit,  the  neiichbouring  hei{;htM.  ami  the  a<Ij<>in- 
inn  e«»untry,  i*  one  »>f  the  finest  I  ever  saw.  I>irectly 
after  my  arrival  here  I  was  favoureil  with  a  sitfht  ol 
a  );<~''ud  military  review  in  thia  encl'wure,  which,  by- 
thebye,  is  callfl  Itamt'm  Conioion,  and  I  must  nay  I 
waa  anything  but  favourably  impreased  with  what  I 
witiieMiesl.  Inst'-ail  of  the  nmart  aoldi-'rly  bearing 
obwrvable  in  the  lintiiih  array,  the  "military"  had  all 
the  a|>(>uarani-«  of  the  m«>t  awkwark  of  "awkward 
aiiuads,"  and  I  could  not  but  conclude  that  the  tioffie 
tfar  jf<V'f  of  the  I'nitetl  State*  army  had  been  doing 
bcuuneei  the  |>revii>ua  ilay  m*  a  c/my  or  rai  hone  ;  • 
better  collection  <4  raw-bimeiL,  thorou);h-^oin};  hack* 
I  never  aaw  either  before  oe  aince.  -^I  will  now  V^* 
leave  of  IWxtHii.  AliLiMt  from  the  clay  of  my  arrival 
in  America  I  hail  >et  my  mind  ni«>n  trying  my  lortuna 
in  the  far  West,  ever  l>elie%  ing  in  the  proverb  "Nothinf 
Teotared,  nothing  won."  I  felt  thia  to  be.  m  my  caae, 
a  aafe  maxim  to  follow,  especially  as  I  had  very  little 
to  venture  and  everything  to  win.  So,  vrith  thia  pieea 
of  "Tupper  improved,"  we  will  turn  our  faoea  in  ths 
dir4ct«oo  of  the  setting  son.

*  I  Isft  Boston  in  the  latter  put  nl  February,  1H.'>«.' 
taking  my  ticket  for  Chicago,  which  ia  about  1,'J<I0 
mil«s  due  west  from  B<Mton.  The  journey  (performed 
wholly  by  railway)  occtipieil  about  three  dajrs  and 
three  nignta.  -.«  >\  •  reached  Springfield  on  the  eveniag 
of  the  first  day.     A  Yankee  entered  the  train   at   this 

•  tation,  ami  I  suheeijuenUy  found  that  he  waa  going 
out  West  to  make  bia  fortune.  In  the  oxinie  of  con- 
versation he  infi>rm^^l  oie  that  he  waa  a  Aawyer.  a  car- 
in*nt<'r,  and  a  nhoemakur— three  very  useful  men — and 
he  "guwwd"  he  should  l^e  pretty  certain  to  attain  hia 
object.  The  weather  was  intensclv  c«>lil,  and  snow  lanl 
very  thick  u|H>n  the  ground.  lU-tween  Albany  and 
ItuHalo  our  train  met  with  a  little  rainfortune,  which 
delayetl  us  three  or  four  hours.  It  wax  between  three 
and  four  o'clock  in  the  momini;.  and  nn>l»AbIy  mtire 
than  oiie-lu^f  the  passengers  were  c^tmfortably  aslet-p 
in  their  '■l>erth»,"  when  tiie  entniie  ran  into  a  monster 
snow.drift,  which,  of  course,  brought  us  Ui  a  dead- 
Kick.  What  was  t4i  l»e  done?  Some  of  the  p-uiM-u(^rni 
alighted,  others  kept  tlieir  places  ;  I  was  amongst  tlie 
former,  and  after  ascertaining  the  cause  of  the  stopp.\-^ 
and  the  probable  time  we  sTiuuld  be  <lelaye<l  three  of 
us  startesl  for  a  farm  hotme,  which  we  espieo  at  some 
little  distance.  Kn<K-king  at  the  d<M>r  and  arousing'  the 
inmates  we  Udd  them  what  ha<l  hapi>ene<l,  anil  aske<l 
to  be  allowed  to  warm  ourselves,  for  tile  cold  was  miiiie- 
thing  fearful  ;  this  i-'ivilt-i-e  was  readily  granted,  and 
we  remaine<l  there  until  after  se.'en  o'ckxsk,  i^lieu, 
returning  t^i  the  train,  we  found  the  <ibstructing  snow 
was  nearly  cleare<l  away,  Everything  being  reaily,  we 
maile  a  fresh  start  at  about  H.i)  a.m.,  and  r*-scli«sl 
KuSalo  in  the  aft<-rnisin  of  that  <lay.  I'his  town  is 
about  twenty  four  miles  fmm  the  Niagara  Kails,  and 
is  the  chief  emporium  of  the  tnule  on  I.ake  Kne  ;  here, 
also,  IS  the  western  termination  of  Uie  celebrateil  Kne 
Canal,  which  riins  from  Allutoy,  a  distance  of  :iii.'f 
miles.  Ily  means  of  this  ciinal,  a  direct  water  coiniuu- 
nication  ^  formni  Utween  New  York  and  the  larv'e 
internal  seas  of  North  America,  and  thniiigh  them  to 
the  great  western  country  of  the  UniU-d  States  and  the 
rivers  Mis.s<»uri.  Mississipiii,  and  Ohio.  Knim  ilufTalo 
we  proc«-eded  to  Clevelanil,  another  im|M)rtaitt  town  on 
Ijake  Erie.  This  jiart  of  our  journey  w.a.s  a  most 
tielightful  one  ;  the  railwny  runs  for  the  iiiont  part 
along  the  shores  of  the  lake,  which  listked  none  the 
less  beautiful  and  pii  tureivpie  from  its  iH-ing  frozen 
over.  Throui;h  Clevt.land  we  passesl  on  t^>  Toleilo, 
sitiiateil  on  the  extreme  west  |Miiiit  of  the  lake,  and 
from  thence  to  Chicaj,'o  at  the  fisit  of  I,ake  Michigan. 
I   hail   partly  ex|>ect«d  that  at  Chicago    I   shituld   lie 

}>retty  near  the  borders  of  civilization,  and  waa  there- 
on<  somewhat  sur]>rised  to  fincl  a  bustling,  flourishing 
town  of  considerablr  size.     This,  my  first  long  journey 
on  on  American  railway,  gave  me  ample  op|"irtunity  . 
to  compare  the  acconim<xlation   with   railway  accom-  | 
niodation   in  this  country,   and   I    most   unhesitatingly  t 
give  the  American  syst»'in   the  preference  with  reganl  . 
to    gefu-rsl    comfort.       There    are    no    first,    st-cond, 
and   thinl-i-lass  earria-.;es   as  in   this   country;    conse- 
(jueiitly,  all  |ia.ssen;;erM  are  placetl  u)M>n  an  eiiiial  fisit- 
ing.   American  railway-cars  are  much  larger  tnan  ours, 
and    by    means   of   suiall    platforms    between    them  a 
jiassenger  can  i^o  from  one  car  to  another  through  the 
whole  length  of  the  train,  and,  althfiu^'h  the  trains  are 
provid<sl  with  smoking  cars,   if  you  prefer  to  burn  the 
fragrant   weed   in   the  o|>en  air  you   can  do  so  on  the 
platform  betwwn  the  cars.      Another  |sriili»ritv  of  an 
American    train    is   its     "  sleeping    cj^r,"     which     will 
acc-ommislate  about  fifty  |>ersoiui  ;  the  lieds  or   bertha  | 
are  placcil  in  two  rows  aniiind  the  siiles  of  the  car,  the 
lower  ones  being  double  and   the   upiier  ones  sinxlr. 
During  the  day  these  Ix-rths  can  be  folded  up  against 
the  silica  of  Uie  car,   so  that  it  may   Iw    uaetl    as  an 
ordinary    passenger   ci^r.      There    is  an  extra  charge, 
usually  a  dollar  |icr   night,   for  this  sleejung  accom- 
modation, and  on  turtiing  out  in  the  morniii:^  you  find 
your  b<s>ta  are  blacke<l  ready  to  your  hand,  or,  rather, 
to  your  feet ;  and  as  a  man  wtiuld  look   rather  curious 
with   clean    boots   sud   a  dirty   face,    tc,    vou    have 
aooommodation  for  washing  and  all  other  toilet  neces- 
oariea.    During  very  hot  weather  iced  water  is  supphed 
to    pass  Lingers   free   of   charge.       Newsboys    i^enerall^ 
aoeompany  train*  and  pas*  from  car  to  oftr  with   their

At  iaterrala  alofig 
the  river,  we  ahooid  com*  aomas  a  plaoe  where  aome 
bold  emigraat  had  marched  lato  the  wooda,  with  hia 
axe  oo  one  ahouhler,  and  bis  riSe  on  the  other,  to  do 
battle  with  the  wooda  and  forest,  aod  wild  animala. 
A  settler',  life  is  one  at  hard  and  contioooua  manual 
toil  An  attack  is  first  commeooed  on  the  tall  forest 
tree*  ;  with  the  w<«>d  thu*  obtained  a  1<ik  hut  i.  built, 
bavingfew prctenaiona  to  architeotnral  beaoty ;  by-aoil 
bye.  with  the  aid  of  hi*  axe,  a  few  acre*  are  cleaj^ 
and  the  bru.hwiMMl  burnt,  and  after  month*  of  weary 
labour  the  u'roiiml  in  at  lenath  ready  for  cultivation. 
A.  I  pa!<i<e<l  some  of  these  places,  and  heard  the  aound 
of  the  Hettler's  axe,  and  the  crash  of  the  falling  trees, 
the  l>ark  of  hi.  faithful  dog,  and  the  tinklinc  of  the 
oow-belU  in  the  woixU,  the  thought  woiikl  often  strike 
me"civilization  has  obtained  a  fooling  here  ;"  oould  I 
revisit  these  now  wild  iicene*  some  .V1  or  lOO  year* 
hence,  jierhaiis  I  should  find  a  fluuri.hing,  populooa 
city. 

At  length  we  rvached  St.  Paul  in  the  to-ritory  of 
Wisconsin,  the  head  of  the  navigation  of  the  I»wer 
Miwii.<Mippi  disUnt  about  'J.'^M)  miles  from  New 
Orleans.  It  waa  then  a  amall  town  of  about  2,000 
inhabitantH.  and  a  more  motley  gatliering  1  have  sel. 
dom  seen.  It  is  the  trailing  post  of  the  Pernbino  half- 
breetU,  a  race  half  Kren<;h  and  half  iRilians-whn 
live  by  hunting  on  lan.ls  a<lioinin^  the  Hudson's  Har 
territory,  and  ooine  down  here  in  the  spring  to  sell 
t'eir  furs  and  take  back  provisions  for  the  winter.  At 
the  time  of  our  arrival  these  half  l>re«|a  ami  other 
Indians  hail  come  down  with  their  fura  ;  the  place  waa 
all  astir— gambling,  drinking,  ami  hk-'hting  seeniei)  to 
be  the  onler  of  the  day,  and  now,  thought  I,  here  I 
am  in  the  far  West.  I  aUye<l  two  dsys  at  this  place, 
when,  hearing  of  another  .mall  settlement  nine  mile* 
further  up  the  river,  I  determined  to  viaii  it,  and 
started  olf  in  c«m|u\ny  srith  a  frieniL  We  wore  oUiged 
to  walk,  there  beiiik:  no  other  nMkd  but  an  Indian  trail  ; 
when  altoul  half-way  we  eMiieil,  to  our  dismay,  four 
Indians  seated  smokini;  under  the  brow  of  a  hifl,  with 
their  CTins  and  tomahawks  by  their  aides.  Wc  looked 
at  es<^-h  other,  and  then  at  tliu  Indiana,  and  then  at 
our  revolvers,  for  we  both  ha<l  revolvers,  though  we 
had  never  shot  at  anything'  but  geeae  on  the  aan<rbKrsf 
and  the  idea  of  being  obli)(e<l  t->  ahoot  at  theae  dinky, 
looking  customers  in  self-defence,  waa  something  new 
to  us.  Our  |>ath  leil  imtty  close  U>  where  they  wer«  7 
B<'ated,  and  after  holding  a  short  coiuoltation  w*' 
determined  to  ;>mceed  at  all  haaard*  ;  ■•,  pottia^r  oa  % 
bold  fnint,  we  advanced,  keeping  a  .harri  eye  o»  *U_ 
their  movements,  and  they  in  turn  eying  iis  as  keenly; 
However,  they  did  not  attempt  to  molest  us  ;  and 
when  we  ha<l  got  well  (lasf  them  we   t<«ik    pretty  long

east  bank  of  the  Mi.-taissippi,  iiTfhe  atate  of  Minne- 
sota (an  Indian  name  signifying  water-country,  thia 
state  abounding;  in  likes,  many  of  wh'>-h  arr  very  ex- 
tensive  and  of  Biiri>s.'(.;ii.^  beauty).  The  chief  employ- 
ment of  the  settlers  was  that  of  "  lumliering,"  or 
"  logging,"  a  hard  enough  life,  certainly,  but  by  on 
meaiu  devoid  of  intereat  or  excitement.  Theae 
lumberer*  usnally  start  off  in  grou|>s  and  proceed  up 
the  river  ;  after  tra/elling  a  considerable  distance,  they 
then  strike  off  int'i  the  immenae  piue  forests  and  begin 
their  arduous  tank  of  cutting  down  the  |jine.  and  other 
tree*.  When  the  tree*  are  ftlle<t  and  all  their  branches 
lopped  off,  they  are  cut  into  log*  of  bonrenicnt 
aiasa  for  oahig  dhkgged  to  the  river,  to  which 
they  are  taken  and  placed  ui>od  the  ice.  There  these 
logs  remain  antil  the  io*  break,  up,  whep,  away  th^y 
go  rolHnfi;,  ducking  and  tumbling  I'rte  over  the  other, 
aawa  the  river,  boking  more  Ulie  (torpoises  at  play 
than  iilanimate  blocks  o?  wood.  This  exiieditioua  and 
cheap  mode  of  tranut  i*  much  valuixl  by  th*  settlers, 
aa,  of  course,  all  their  logs  are  delivered  "  carriage 
paid."  In  caae  of  injury  or  loaa,  liow*ver,  there  is  th* 
oiaadvant-w*  of  haTUg  no  one  to  fall  back  upon  for 
"  damagea.  '  "nioloK'  are  brought  up  at  some  coiir^- 
nient  trading  point,  and  a  M%^*ral  re-aaaoHUfnt  take*

About  6ve  honJreJ  yanU  below  the  fall,  in  conae- 
tanoe  i>f  a  b«i.|  la  th«  riycr,  the  a|>wtaU>r  ia  enabled 


qoaiKW  ol  a  t>«o<l  la  u«  nvcr,  mr  a|>w 
to  take  up  a  iiaait*oo  oo  a  ooni«iilerable  emineooe,  nffni 
in  front  of  tba  centre  of  the  falls.  An  rnt«n>rii<in« 
Yaakeo,  who  own*  thia  fiart  of  the  river'n  iMuik,  haa 
Dot  be«n  alow  to  improve  nixin  the  natural  a<lvantaK< 
ot  the  poailjou,  be  haa  erw.te>l  a  framutiiwcr  of  wood 
about  one  hundnxl  feet  in  bt-inlit,  and  over  the  eiitranoa 
are  the  words  — 

"  Cheaver's  Tower," 
**  Pay  your  dime  anil  climb.** 
A  dime  being  equal  to  about  fivepence,  it  ia  really 
worth  that  trifling  mim,  in  additiou  to  the  fatii^ie  of 
cUoibinx,  to  be  rewarded  with  the  roaKnificeiit  view 
which  ia  KaiDe<l  when  rou  reach  the  summit  Klev:»ted 
oonatdermbly  above  the  falla  and  the  ■urroaudinK  coun- 
try, the  pniapect  in  whatever  direction  you  turn  ia 
roost  impreaeire  and  wild,  whilst  beneath  and  atrotch- 
in«[  away  for  niilee  the  majestic  river  roll*  ((uietly  and 
aolemnly  alonj;  to  the  embrace  of  iU  parent  ocean. 

I  munt  here   mention  aiii>tber  very    prttty  iii>:ht  in 
this  neighbourhood,  viz.,  the  (alls  of  Minneli.-vha.  a  n.-\me 
well   known  id  this  country  to  nssdem  of   l^mRfellow's 
"  Hiawatha."     There   is  a  beautiful  chain  of  Ixkr^  in 
this  datrict  which   empty  themaelvea  into  the  Mum- 
iaaippi.      IVetween  the  outlet  of  the  last   of  thcae  lakes 
and  the  river  are  the  falls  of  Minnehaha.     The  stream, 
aa  regards   the  volume  of  wvUr,  is  a  very  insisnifkant 
o»e,  the  falls  being  not  more  tlian  some  \t'i  to  M    feet 
in  width,  and  fn>m  .io  to  4"  feet  in  height,  biit  as  the 
water  i»   preci|>iUted  over  the  rock  it  is  broken  into 
myriads  of  crysUl   drops,  no  part  of  it   cn.inK  'l>'wn 
i»   a  stream  ;  hena- the   Indian  name    "  Minnehaha 
lUuithinij  water).     As  the  rock  is  .-xn  overhan-inK  orie 
the4  »  a  s|«ce  of  a  few   feet  at  the  base,  h;-tw«.n  it 
and  the  water.     The  spectaUir  is  thus  ehableil  to  itet 
behind  the  water.      I  have  sU-xl  there  many  times  and 
the  effect  imjduoed  by  the  faUins  water  ui  very  preUy. 
Three  milea  below  the  falls  of  .Minnehaha,  and  seven 
miles  aoQih  of  St  Anthony  is  Kort  SneUins,  a  place 
built   for   the   protection  of    the   settlers  against  the 
Indians,  to  be  used  in  any  case  of  emenjency.      It  i. 
A'wav-s  irarriaoned  with  a  few  soldiers  NlonKinj;  U"  the 
United  SUtes  army.     About  100  yanU  above  the  falU 
of  St.  Anthony  in  the  middle  of  tlie  nvcr  is  a  pictu- 
resque   UtUe    island    name.1    after    its    discoverer,    m 
Catholic    Mi-ionary,    Father    Hennapin.       Heniisi.m 
UUnd    IS    aboot  200   yards  by  50  vsrds.     1  here    has 
recoiUy  been  a  sus|>en«ion  bn<l«e  thrown  scrosH  Irom 
the  main-Uad  to  the  isUnd.  and  on   the  isUnd  itaell  a 
■umber  of  saw  rniUs  have  been  erected,  the  machinenr 
of  oourw  being   worked   by  water  iK>wer.      About  W 
milas  above  St.  Anthony  there  is  a  Missionary  btaUon, 
■amcal  Crow  Wing,  tq  which  I  may  have  to  refer  in  a 
■abaenoent  letter.      I  must  now  recur  to  St.  Anthony. 
I  took  a  fancy  to  settle,   for  a  short  tune  »t 'e*^. 
in    this  wild    and  out  of  way  place,    and    accordingly 
made   hasty    preparations   lor   commencing    buaiuess. 
In  doing  this  1  was  roost    heartily  wekwned  and  as- 
Mted  by  the  people  ot  St.    Anth.my,  who  gladly  co- 
operate with   any   fresh   arrival,   especially,  as  m  my 
ease,  if  he  be   a  young   man.     I   had  noUce<l  on    my 
fint  arrival  in  the  vilUge  that  five  new  wooden  stares 
were  being  erected,  and  on   enquiry,  was  toUl    that 
ooe  ooaU  be  got  ready  for  occupation  in  about  two 
daya.     I  was  atrmigfatway  instaUed  aa  tenant,  at  a  rent 
of  £40  ^year.     Daring    the  twelve   moolhs    which  1 
lived  in  this  place,  my  business  ornspered  far  better 
thaa  I  at  brat  anticipated  it  would  do. 

Soon  aft«»  my  arrival,  8C    Anthony  was  boMored 
bw   the  ■moHanaooi   visiU    c4    two    rival    tribes   at 
Trr^ia^-.  ths  Sioux  and  the  Chippewaya,  aombenng     ^ 
tenther  several  hnndred  souls.     These  tribea,  tbmigh  ^ 
at  <MUeM  war  with  each  other,  had  through  the  mtor-  ^ 
raatiia  of  the  United  Stotes  Indian  agent,  concluded 
a  Ui^y  of  peace  for  the  space  of  three  day^  wWst  ^. 
tkasr  respsctive  haatiag  gnwnds  ware  being  cfaaaffed. 
Tksr<«as<iD«B  the  n*«r  tovstksr  Jb  thsii 


which  WMm  pnlJad  ashore  jost  above  the  falla  Tbs 
squaw*  (who  da  all  the  drudgery  whilst  Mr.  Indian 
struU  about  with  his  nds  over  his  sh<i«lder)  began  to 
pitoh  the  tenta,  which  occupation  lasted  them  until 
about  n<xiu.  Wkila  thia  work  was  grMng  on,  the  little 
papooaes,  who  might  otherwise  have  been  troublesome, 
were  suspended  in  small  wiuker  work  baaketa,  to  the 
bougba  ot  trees.  This  primitive  method  of  dL«|K<aing 
of  a  "  domestic  difficulty"  reminded  me  forcibly  of  the 
old  nursery  rhyme  - 

"  Kocka-boo  babr  upon  the  tree  top. 
When  the  wind  blows  the  cradle  will  rock," 
and  truly   tbeae  squaws    have    something  more  Ui  do 
than   rock   the  rnulle.     We  were  given  to  understand 
that  the  Indiana  had  partaken  of  very  little  foo<l  for 
the  last  three  dava,  and   in  c<inae<juenc«  we  oollected 
for  them  a  sum  ol  money  wherewith  to  purchase  pro- 
visions.     In    return  for    this    kindneen,    it   was  agreed 
amongst  them,  that  the  two  tribes  should  dance  us  the 
war  ilance,  which  they  accordingly  did  that  same  after- 
Dtsm  ;  but  such  danciiig  and  such  music,  I  never  wit- 
neesetl  or   heard  before  or  since.     The  leading,  in  fact 
the  only  musical  instrument  in  the  band,  was  a  <lr\im, 
formwl  out  of  an  old   (siwder  keg,  covered  at  the  emls 
with  the  dried  skin  of  some  wiltl   animal      ITpon  this 
rude  instrument,  an  Indian  kept  up  a  continual  rattle 
with    a  couple  of    short  sticks.      The  harmuny  Iwing 
completed   by  three    or   four    more   liuliAiis.  wpiatteu 
ii|Km   the  ground,   keeping  up  a  continual  biizz-z  z-z, 
bu/jE-z-z-s.     The    Inflians   (except   the   women  who  do 
not  j»»in   in  the  dance)  then  ff»rmeii   in  lines,  esch   line 
bein;;  lie.Mle<l  by  a  young  brave,  at  some  distAnce  from 
the  inunicians  ;  then  liegan  the  dance  which  consisted 
of  nothing  more  or  less  than  a  series  of  the  most    fan- 
tastic ho|ie,  Hl(i|M  and  jumps  ;  and  which  bore  aUiut  as 
much   reseiuMaiice  to    "the    jioetry    of    motion"  as  a 
grisly   bear   does   to  the    graceful  gazelle.      (Gradually 
ailvancin;;   to  the   buzzing  group  on  the  gntiiiid,  they 
then  formed  a  semirircle,  and  finished  the  liusiness  by 
giviug  iM  the  wiu--who4>p     a  burst  of  the  wildest  yelling 
and    S4*reaming    that    can    possibly    he    imagined.       1 
really  had  no  itiea  before  that  sticli  discordant  and  ilis- 
tracting    sounds    could     issue    from    human    thn>Bts! 
The  day    following  this  exhibition  on  the  part  of  the 
Imlians.  I    noticeal    a    |>arty  of  them   flattening  their 
noses  against  the  windows  of  my  store.      Not   l>ciii^ 
t4H>  fsvourably  iiiipre^Ht-il    with  their   iieraonal  ap|M>ar- 
nnce,  1  kept  a  pretty  sliarp  eye  on   their  niov unieiitj*, 
hut  almost  l>efori'  I  was  aw.ire  of  the  fact,  so  stoaltbily 
and   eat-like  were   their  movements,    several  of  them 
v^ere  iiisitle  the  st^ire,  handling  and  examiiiiug  auytliing 
that  c-vme  in  their  way.     They  showed  special  (ieli^-ht 
ill   sundry    broad   grins   at   a   few  oM   Kn^'lish  |>enny 
piec*es,  vx'hicli  1  hap|M-iie<l  to  keeji  in  a  little  i-ase  on  the 
coimter.     1  in  turu  examined  tlieir  Uuiiahawks,  aud  to 
my  surprise   found  that  nnwt  of  them   had  been   msule 
in  Shellield,  and  bore  the  maker's    name.      At  the  eod 
of  three  I  lay*  the  Indians  took  their   departure  to  their 

reslHCtive  nunlior  irnmnd*. ^^ 

The  tasikli^BSi  (>rivate  and  pub) 
were  all  «tf  Woad.  We  b*d  oT 
cbapcUgypy  WtNMr>U|W« 
archit4i|^pr*^"»t"'  'wMx  ".  - 
sut1icie3^£i(>mmodious  for  the  re<|ui 
tiers.  Ilyniii  books  and  bibles  were  by  no  means  too 
plentiful.  One  little  circumstance  in  connection  with 
tliiH  chnpul,  indicative  of  our  primitive  style  of  life, 
struck  mo  ns  being  somewliat  peculiar  and  at  rariaucs 
with  thu  recognized  modes  of  worship  in  civilizod  coun- 
tries. ^iettle^s  rcsiiling  at  a  distance  from  .St  Anthony 
would  leave  their  hoiiHuson  tho  Sunday  morning,  tjik'iig 
ciro  to  bring  lliuir  guns  or  riMes  with  them,  w<tli  theno 
thrown  over  their  shoulders,  thoy  would  maich  into  the 
chaiiel  nnJ  coolly  procee«l  to  stack  tliein  in  one  comer 
of  llio  building.  Service  c<iuclude<l,  they  would  then  set 
their  faces  homeward,  very  liable,  1  am  afraid,  to  disre- 
gar>l  tho  preacher  and  his  precepts  should  any  choice^ 
game  chance  to  come  across  their  path  in  their  journey.^ 

As  stated  in  my  hut  letter,  my  biisiDess  prosfienil, 
and  mureasiug  prosperity  as  is  often  the  case,  brought 
in  its  train  evor-watclifnl  and  lynx-syad  ambition.  I  was 
by  no  moans  Katistled  with  bomg  able  to  see  my  wbolc 
stock  of  worlJIy  goods,  confined  within  the  limited 
dimensions  o|  a  wtxsleu  storo.  I  would  not  bo  oouisnt 
until  I  tried  a  larger  6sld  of  ontsrprise,  and  a  nawly 
settled  district  or  cooatry  i^  eartainlj  about  ooe  of  the 
bosy  >lao«s  in  tha  w«4|l  in  whkih  to.indulg*  a  dyipofitioa 
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of  tliimukturo  to  ift  utmuat  vxtont.     Uonuiiih«rod  o|>|wr- 
ttiuitioii  pnM«nt  UiLiniwIvo*  in  rapid  nuocamiuu.

No  sttemnt  at 
gorgeous  display  was  then,  to  allure  idlem  and  liHin- 
Kem  to  fritter  away  their  time  and  money  ;  f.tr  hivl 
S.kiu  Wriler  himself  been  there  with  bis  '°  patent 
d.Mible. million  magnifyin  glasses  o'  extra  power,"  it 
wniibl  have  puzzled  him  to  see  anything  more  tbao  a 
tabl",  a  liul.ler.  a  ntove,  and  a  few  three-legged  stonU. 
.'\fter  Slipper  I  went  to  lied  ;  my  bed  was  m  an  ap|>er 
stoiy  aii.l  w.os  rrache.l  b.y  means  of  the  ladder  aboce- 
I  meiilionel.  During  uiy  sojourn  in  thin  )iart  of  Ame- 
h.  I,  I,  alon,'  » ith  a  com|>aiai.Mi,  paid  auotbnr  visit  to 
I  tlii<  li'.lel.  It  wan  on  an  intensely  oold  niffht,  the 
I  tlieiiiieii..ter  htaii.lin'.^  at  some  30  degrees  beCur  zero. 
S.siii  afii'i'  we  had  gone  to  be<l  there  was  a  thunderiBC 
I  rattle  at  the  d  *or,  and  on  itn  being  opened,  in  boonded 
I  a  tr. sip  of  lii.liann  along  with  a  lew  trappers.  Tbey 
I  li,i.l  br.iii'.-lit  their  own  whiskey  with  them  and  were 
evi.l.  ntly  l>ent  .m  "  niakin.^  a  night  of  it."  They  im- 
ni.'liati'iy  eommeiiccl  card  -  playin^^  and  whiskey- 
drinkinj,  which  they  kept  up  until  three  or  four 
o'd.ick  in  tin-  morning.  The  i>erfect  babel  of  tongvaa 
was  alni'>st  deafening,  and  we  were  shivering  h  bad 
fn>m  cohl,  alihough  the  nUive-pi|>e  came  up  dose  to 
the  head  of  the  bed.  Almost  every  moment  we  •«- 
pecte<l  some  .>f  the  Imlians  comin;.{  up  the  ladder  into 
the  l>ednHim  ;  thin  they  did  not  do,  however,  hot 
greatly  t»  our  relief  took  their  drpartnre  at  about  the 
time  above  named.  When  we  awoke  in  the  uioming 
the  snow  hail  i>enetrated  through  the  roof,  and  lay  in 
considerable  patches  on  the  bed  ;  and  so  intense  was 
the  colli  that  our  oondensed  breath  ha<i  actnaUy  be- 
come frozen  on  the  pillow.  So  much  for  hotel  aooom- 
modation  in  the  ha-kwnodn 

During  the  spring  ..r  Slimmer  of  IH.'M,  I  chanced  to 
be  a  witness  of  an  Indian  battle.

It  was  s  mere  gnenlla  »«•>;■•»• 
conibiunU  running,  or  oreepmg  hither  and  Uiitaar.

aflonl  UroiH-rary  shelUr  ;  dodging  round  from  spot  to 
siKit  in  order  to  get  a  chance  of  firing  at  an  enemy. 
The  squaws,  althinjgh  not  actually  engagwJ  m  fighting.

Having  m  few  hoiim  to  npare.  a  party  of  n*  went  up  tho 
hill  tovtew  thia  once  nin^iiricoiit  place,  we  fouinl  it  to  Iw 
\'2H  (eat  lon^,  an.l  were  informod  that  prior  to  ita  dc- 
atruelion  it  wan  77  feet  hi^h.  Inaido  were  tho  niinn 
qf  a  very  lor^o  baptinmal  font,  connintin^  of  a  ntone 
reaarvoir.  roatimr  u|ion  the   hock^  of  I'i  oion,  olao  cut

ni.niero  la  political  atrugtilea,  luiJof  iniich  bittrrneaa  of 
fniin,;  tlieureat  cnrseof  nKreat  nation.  The  moment- 
ous tMiita  of  the  late  war  have  now,  however,  happily 
eitaMiKhcil  the  "  «tar«  and  atriiK'a  "  aa  the  tjag  of  a 
free  ix-oi'l",  Aixl  though  thia  foul  blot  un  their  hiatory 
will  never  be  ofTaced,  the  i>eople  of  the  United  State*, 
»a  compoaini;  one  of  the  treeat  natinna  under  the  aun, 
are  now  dentined  to  pUy  a  leading  part  in  the  future 
hiatory  of  the  world. 

Proceeiling  down  the  Miaaiaaippi  from  Nauvo-i,  tn 
rniitt  to  St.  Louis,  I  wa*  aoon  made  aware  of  chanpea 
in  the  manners  and  cuat<ima  of  the  |>eople  :  uglv 
phaaea  of  alavery  would  crop  up  in  almont  every  nooK 
ami  crmnny.  I  well  remember  at  a  amiwll  boat- Undine, 
called  <  "ape-de-Grace,  where  we  stayed  for  a  abort 
tiuie,  and  which  ceniriated  merely  of  a  warehouae  and 
several  cottage*,  twelve  negro  alavea,  all  hund  cufleil  to 
a  lonK  chain,  were  pat  ou  board,  to  b«  conveyed  down 
the  river.  This  chain-gang  waa  in  charge  of  a  white 
man,  whiwe  general  appearance  and  tiroceedingi 
atamped  him  at  once  a*  a  piofesaioiuu  dealer  in 
human  flesh  and  blocKi,  or,  in  other  worda,  a  alave- 
trader,  and  I  afterwards  leamt  that  he  plied  hia  occu- 
pation between  the  border  slave  states  and  the 
extreme  south.  This  being  the  flnrt  individ'Ukl  of  hia 
claas  whose  ac|uaintance  I  bad  bad  the  pttiuurt  of 
cultivating,  my  attention  waa  pretty  cluaely  bestowed 
upon  him,  and  I  am  only  aorry  that  my  limited 
vocabulary  of  expletive*  utterly  fails  to  do  the  'jentlt- 
man  full  justice.  He  might  indeed,  for  aught  I  know 
t<>  the  contrary,  have  been  the  veritable  hero  ao 
graphically  deacribed  in  the  opening  chapter  of  "Uncle 
Tom's  Cabin,"  and  who,  for  ronreiiiVncf  take,  wa* 
deacribed  by  Sli*.  Hariet  Beecher  Stowe  aa  a  'jenlU- 
man.  However,  the  man  who  atood  before  me  waa  a 
whisky-bloated,  fiendish  looking  vagabond,  and,  judg- 
ing from  appearance*,  would  oave  thou,^ht  about  as 
little  of  shooting  a  man  aaof  shaking  him  by  the  band, 
and  I  may  say  here,  once  for  all,  thiat  I  never  yet  set 
eyes  on  the  slave-dealer  whose  appearance  and  general 
demeanour  waa  not  in  the  higbeat  ilegrec  repulsive. 
When  our  boat  left  the  landmg,  the  poor  ignorant 
blacks  struck  up  a  semi-idiot  song,  intended,  ao  far  as 
I  could  gather  from  the  doggrel  rhyme,  to  expreaa 
their  ecstatic  bli**  at  the  prospect  of  "  g'wine  down 
souf,"  aa  though  that  place  baa  been  the  poor  slave's 
Elysium.  As  our  boat,  the  Jacob  Strader,  went  no 
further  south  than  St  Louia,  on  arriving  at  that  place, 
I  determine<l  to  spend  a  little  time  in  watching  the 
slave*  and  their  maater.  The*e  being  the  first  slave* 
I  bad  seen,  my  curiosity  waa  aroused  to  learn 
something  of  the  treatment  which  thev  received. 
From  the  boat,  they  were  driven,  atiU  in  tneir  chain*, 
through  the  streets  of  St.  Louis,  just  like  so  many 
cattle,  or  rather,  like  a  batch  of  criminals  bring  taken 
tu  jaiL  On  arriving  at  a  large  enclosure,  bounded  on 
all  side*  by  a  high  wall,  th*  negroe*  were  impounded, 
their  ehaina  taken  efl,  and  here  they  were  left  for  a 
time  to  the  fall  enjoyment  of  their  bberty.  Within 
the  encloeare  were  numerous  little  hovels,  more 
mamhlinir  ptx-stre*  than  human  habitations ;  these 


miserable  plao**  w*r*  pruvltlad  for  tb*  apaeial  piirrw** 
of  accommodatinif  any  slave-trader  who  ir|>k»n  to 
make  use  of  them.  Thar*  was  also  a  slav*  mart  ia 
oonnectiun  with  thia  plac*,  the  *c*o*  of  many  a  baarl- 
rrnding  separation  of  fathisr*  aad  mothei*  mm  their 
cbildrsu. 

I  spent  a  few  dayi  In  mai  aroond  8L  Louis.  It  b  a 
town  which  exhibit*,  pcrhap*  a*  much  a*  any  other,  the 
enUrprisinf  (pirlt  of  the  Americana.  It  is  aitoatrd  on 
th*  right  bank  of  the  Miaaianppi,  in  tb*  iMateof  MiawAiri, 
about  17U  mil**  above  the  mouth  of  the  Uhio,  ao<l 
aome  1.^  mile*  below  the  conHoance  of  the  Miaaouri 
and  the  Miaaiasippi  rivers.  It  waa  originallr  a  French 
settlement,  fonnded  about  9S  year*  ago,  by  a  amall 
band  of  FrenchmcD.  Twenty  or  thirty  y*an  aco  it 
wa*  de*cnbe<l  a*  the  "  New  Orlaana  of  the  W«*t." 
There  are  uow  fn,m  sixty  to  seventy  innnclpal  ttrreta  all 
running  parallel  with  the  river.  The  flnt  foor  rls*  on* 
above  another  in  terraces,  the  remainder  being  built  on 
a  slightly  undulating  prairie.  Mi«t  ai  tbe  txiiUings 
are  of  limestum*,  in  wliich  tbe  district  abounda,  Tb* 
Country  around  St.  Louis  consist*  of  prairie*  axtend- 
ing  for  many  mil**  ia  ever}-  direcli'in.  Leaving  St. 
Louia,  I  detenuinMl  to  mal;e  .-»  tri|»  up  the  mighty 
MiKa4>nri,  and  for  thi*  object  t<Hik  pa»aage  on  buarrl  a 
hnc  steamboat,  called  the  "  Alonzo  CliilJ."  We 
].iUM<rd  up  the  .Mi*ei-'<ip|  i  to  thi-  i>l;ice  where  it  is 
j"iind  by  the  >lis«ouri,  un  I  thence  into  the  Utter 
riwr.  I  shall  not  n  v:^,t<irij>t  to  describe  the  ma;{- 
uifiient  npiH-araiire  of  i'. «..(,■  ini,,'lity  rivers  at  their  p<iiiit 
of  contact,  as  that  haj  li.-c  ii  already  done  by  liiiicb 
nbler  pen»  than  mine,  .•\n  I  by  ^M^»^>.l^  having  more 
favourable  opportiiiiitie..  lor  ni  ilan,-  otj;«r.Htioua  thnn 
I  had.  I  may,  however.  -tAt..-  tl.a'.  the  differeni* 
between  the  two  rivcii  i  i  ••,)■  n|>pnreii»,  evn  t">  the 
most  casual  oliaerver,  ti.e  >.:;t-r«  r.f  the  Mini^aippi 
being  very  clear,  whilst  th.ise  of  the  .MiBouuri  lire  very 
muddy.  The  current  of  the  Int'-'-r  river  is  alto  mncn 
more  rapid  thin  tint  of  the  forrner,  itn  ordiuary  fnte 
liein^'  about  five  mile^  an  uo  ir,  <''>nse<|iiently  it  niahca 
into  the  clear  Hiid  placid  Miv:  xipj*  like  a  mighty 
eoiKiMrror,  Ixaiin),'  e*ervti.iiu  !•  N-re  it.  For  this  ,">nil 
other  nasoiia,  it  ia  imi  m>  t.iv  nrnblu  for  navigablu 
lurixi-i-K.  >laiiy  lree»,  :>inl  i.iij.  Mock«  <  f  wouti,  ar* 
l>ro  i„'lit  down  by  the  I'luient.  These  often  l>euonio 
eiiilKiiilid  in  till-  iik>T.  »n.l  .i  ti\ed,  Mrc  calle<l 
'Vria^«,"  '  r  '*  I'lmitei- ;"  if  cap.i'-l''  of  ,«ii  np  an  I  down 
iiiotioii,  ».<  inteii  I.;;  by  tl :e  t  r.iiii,  tljvy  iue  culle<l 
"aawyers;"  the  t».,Mtiiii*.i  iiuve,  however,  jocuiiely 
dublied  them  nil  "  toothpicks. "  .Sand-bars  :ir«  aiwi 
.ery  nMii;<rons.  Add  to  thtKe  e.i  h  the  fuct  that  the 
ciirri  nt  of  the  rivir  In  m.-iuy  i  ;.'.<m-s  in  foiialayUv 
changing  iU  conrae,  and  too  wul  irtid^  fiiftr  thai 
navigating  the  Miaaoori  u  a  aooMwhat  dangcrooa 
task,  and  eapecially  U  it  so  during  tb*  night  tim*. 
About  twelve  o'clock  on  the  third  night  aftar  leaTing 
St.  Louia,  th*  "  Alonao  Child"  canMin  oootact  with  a 
■nag,  whick  ihowwl  it*  "  toolhpltUtlilff "  propenaitiea 
by  t«aritig  ofl  a  paddle-box  and  ooa  aide  of  the  oook'i 
pantry,  thereby  causing  great  eoa*t«matioB  anonc 
the  paaaenger*.  Our  boat  waa  held  i^an  until  th« 
monung,  bu^  fortunately,  we  did  not  ipriag  a  leak, 
escaping  with  the  damage*  already  allQd*dto.  Tb* 
water  in  tbe  river  wa*  very  low,  and,  in  oonaeqaenoe, 
we  were  continually  r<inning  on  sand-bara,  which  Of 
course,  delayed  us  seriouslr,  a«  tbe  boat  in  each  caaa 
had  to  be  sparred  oH'tBe  bar.^in  fact,  th*  trip  id 
Kanaas  C  ity,  which  was  usually  made  in  four  da'*^  look 
ua,  on  thia  occaMon,  nine  uaya.  At  length  w*  raachiid 
Kanaa*  City,  and  aa  winter  wa*  new  appmaching.  I 
datennined  to  take  up  mr  quartan  at  that  plao*  until 
the  foUowing  aprins.  The  t<)wn  «on(ain«d  a  popola- 
tioa  of  about  '3000  inhabitants.  Being  tba  nearest 
ahipping  point  to  New  Mexico,  I  found  that  supplies 
were  oonstantly  being  teamed  acme*  tbe  great  plains, 
for  about  700  milea,  from  this  place  to  Santa  Fe.  From 
twenty  to  thirty  waggona  would  leave  Kansat  City  at 
one  time,  eacn  waggon  carrying  about  three  toas 
weight  of  provisions,  tic,  and  being  drawn  by  from 
ten  to  twelve  oxen.  Tbe  driver*  were  Mexicans,  or, 
as  the  trapper*  usually  called  them,  "  greasers."  from 
their  always  preaenting  such  a  greasy  aspect.  The 
wsLKgona,  having  invariably  a  whit*  oanras  ooveting, 
when  seen  at  a  long  distance,  pr**enl*d  aa  sppearanoa 
not  unlike  tbe  aaila  of  a  ahip ;  th*y  wara,  ia  mmaquonoci, 
locally  alluded  to  a*  "prairiaachooiMn.'*  During  U>« 
winter,  newt  waa  brought  to  us  of  the  dMoovarr  ci

Kt'inr  Ihhim?  in  tliv  town  wm  tilled  to  over- 
flowiii,'  Ijy  the  biwy  t!in'iii;.  occupied  d»jr  and  nii;ht 
in  titling  up  tritiu*,  »ii<l  i.mkin;.'  other  hurriml,  but 
<<annti«l,  prv|>imti<>na.  'I'<>  n'lil  to  the  excitemrnt, 
which  w»K  alr<':v<lv  |minfiilly  iittvii.'i-,  nlmnat  every  i\ny 
brouRlit  tiiliniTi  >>(  liiuv  iii'iuitvr  iiMK);eta  were  \wlng 
oonitkiitly  tiicki'il  up.  uilil  luve  fortune*  mMle  in  * 
ft*  ilay*.  I'mifnuinii  nu-util  tiiMrvine,  »nd  those  only 
who  Ukve  been  wiliiMiXi-'  ■•!  k'iiili>il  f>-Fiie«  of  excite- 
mrnt c«n  form  any  i>lr»  of  it<  uikillruii^k;  rcallly.  In 
ooni«e<>>i«no*  of  the  enormoui  lUuitixl,  liorvca,  mnle*, 
Mid  oxiin  were  eold  »t  fabuloui  prices.  All  lM-iii){  in 
reeiJineea,  about  25  to  M  t««iiu  would  mow  off 
toifi'ther,  e«ch  t«iun  ha  ring  from  three  to  five  man, 
well  armed.  Theae  prvcautioaa  were  neoeaaary  aa  a 
protection  againat  the  raida  of  tha  treacheroua  Indiana, 
who  often  proved  troubleaome,  aapecially  to  amall 
number*  of  indiScrvntly  arme<i  men. 

I  waa,  of  oourae,  aeiml  with  the  gold-ferer,  and,  in 
U«a  of  having  nothing  alae  to  do,  tbougbt  I  might  •• 
w«U  Joat  go  out  to  Pika'a  Peak  and  mace  my  (ortuae. 
I,  tharWor*.  porebaMd  a  yoke  of  oxen,  a  covered 
wa^lfno,  a  rlfl*.  and  blanket*  ;  laid  in  a  good  aupply 
of  proTiaiooB,  with  tb<  nenaanary  cooking  utenaila,— 
theae  latter  oonalatad  chiefly  of  a  water-bi>ttle,  akillet 
or  frying-prn,  ooflaapot,  tin  cupa,  tin  platea,  and 
knive*  aod  forka,  Tnua  aquipped,  and  with  a  heart 
full  ol  bope,  I  bid  adieu  to  Kanaaa  City,  and  atarted 
aeroa  tk«  plaiaa,  baring  for  a  oom|>aiiiod  a  tmat- 
wortky  (aUow,  who  wa*  l^  profeaioa  a  aurr*>-or,  and 
who  «atri«d  mUi  Ub  «  ttn&Bilatfi. vt  of  inctrumentM. 

i>*ariag  KaoMB  t^  imtbar  lata  iu  tho  afternoon,  we 
proeaadad  on  our  ioumay  for  about  three  mllen,  when 
w*  aiiiaaJ  at  a  Wkawnaa  villags,  built  on  tbo  a<l|ie  of 
Uh  |*aine,  on  a  tract  of  land  raaerved  by  tha  United 
iitatoa  Oovemmant  for  the  occupation  of  the  ^^h•wDea 
Inaliana.  The  Shawnees  hare,  to  aome  extent,  aetlled 
down  to  agrioultural  puraaita.  A  few  of  them  ar*  cum- 
paratiraly  wealthy —their  property  oooaisting  chietly 
of  iDDumerable  little  puniaa.  'HiuUKh  theao  Indian*  ar« 
in  many  r*ap«cta  laading  a  Ufa  of  ciriliaatioD,  yet  in 
aooM  the  lo\u  of  the  chaae.  with  ila  wild  excitement,  is 
ao  atroog,  ttul,  ahould  a  dear  or  other  wild  animal  atci- 
dentally  croaa  their  path,  they  will  bound  away  from 
any  ocou|«tiou  upon  which  they  may  lie  engag«<t,  and 
will  often  not  be  Men  a^piin  fur  days  ;  they  have  actually 
baan  known  to  leave  their  oxen  attached  to  the  plough 
fur  the  apaoe  of  tS  houm,  until  they  returned  from  on* 
of  the**  nunting  excumiona. 

It  was  dacidail  that  w*  ahould  encamp  fur  the  Arat 
night  at  thia  ^hawna*  village,  and,'  aa  i*  customary,  we 
drew  up  uur  araggon*  ao  aa  tu  furm  a  cir\:le,  with  an 
o(>«o  apace  in  the  centra.  After  aupper,  a  council  waa 
held  in  this  open  tpaoe,  when  plana  for  our  future  pro- 
oaedinga  were  propoaed  and  dlacuraed.  The  leaaing 
topic  Dad  regard  to  mutual  protection  in  ca.ie«  of 
danger,  which  might  from  many  caii>«es  ariae,  and  —not 
to  ba  too  (loaitive  — tha  manner  inwbich  we  rcpel'ed  our 
copper  c<>loured  brethren,  and  deapatched  wild  aniniala 
would  hare  done  us  great  credit-  -oh  eanran.  At  thia 
meeting  I  had  a  good  opportunity  for  takioff  stock  of 
our  oompauious.  They  were  indeed  a  motKey  group, 
tlta  bulk  of  them  being  |>owerful  baidy  fellows,  whoeo 
waather  beston  faces  pruvad  that  in  the  race  for  gold 
they  were  praparad  to  "  rough  it,"  as  they  had  alr&idr 
dooe  before.  Having  agreed  upon  our  plans  of  attack 
and  defence,  each  man  betook  himself  to  his  ros(iectirj 
wa^^in  fur  the  nii<ht,  there  to  arrange  nuittem  of  a 
muia  docueatic  uaAre  with  his  immediate  comjuui'ona. 
I  waa  under  the  necessity  of  taking  choice  of  twu  occupa- 
tiooa,  via.,  either  toUim  bullock-dnrerorcook.aDdajiiny 
previous  education  in  both  theae  directions  had  been 
aboekingly  neglected.  I  folt  myaolf  in  a.q'i.iodary.  My 
Arat  Impulaa  waa  decidedly  in  farour  of  taking  the 
'  eoBaaaad  of  my  "  noble  ateeda, '  for  how  simple  a  task 
ttaaaaaad  to  be,  to  ait  behind  a  couple  of  uiou.  and 
with  the  raina  in  otM  hani  aad  a  subetautial  whip  in 
the  etbar,  bellow  forth  tb*  word  of  command.  On  the 
niknr  kaad,  how  intricate  aad  a«yat*rioua  i*  tbe  art  of 
..auokwj.   iDchadiBg.    bamdea  the   mora   preparation   of 


meals,  such  a  multiplicity  of  "  little  nutliiii|f«,"  thnt,  a* 
tlia  womun  say,  '*  one  never  knowa  when  etie's  work  ia 
dono  : '  but  I  ultimately  decideil  In  fnvimr  of  tha  cull- 
nary  department,  l>eiiig  encoura^Hl  in  my  choice  by  a 
c.inai,lon\tlmi  i>f  the  liiuite^l  nature  of  our  viands ; 
bosidos  wo  iiiiglit  ullimatt'lv  he  reiluced  tu  tho  slri\it  of 
hitviug  '  uuthing  to  cook,  in  which  ciue  I  (ttio  (•Hik) 
vrouUi  havu  a  decided  ailviuitog*  over  my  comimniun. 

Kiirl  y  next  rauruing.  we  atarle'l  across  the  pnurie,  on 
tho  baiita  h'u  ruiile,  ami  by  ui^ht  fall  hail  niailc  nUtiit 
ii*>  miles,  when  we  again  encaiiipod  for  tho  iiiglil.     Half- 

tiaat  three  in  tbe  nioming  found  iia  all  astir  again,  and 
>V  four  o'clock  w*  made  aiiuthur  start,  travelling  until 
about  ten  o'clock  :  we  then  halteil  for  four  liuurs.  in 
unlvr  to  give  the  animale  a  fee<l  and  a  little  rest,  at  tha 
name  time  treating  ouraelrea  tu  a  liko  reapectful 
manner.  Our  joiimoy  waa  then  continued  until  alx  in 
the  evening,  when  wo  again  took  up  ((uartrr*  for  the 
night.  On  going  to  rest,  a  guard  of  three  men  waa 
apiwiutud  to  look  after  tho  oxen,  and  giro  an  alarm  in 
caae  of  danger.  In  thia  way  «'e  paaaed  day  alter  day, 
without  nivutingaith  anything  to  vary  tbe  monotony  of 
the  journey,  until  the  fancied  charm  of  a  pmirie  life 
was  gimlually  growing  "amall  by  degree*  and  beauti- 
fully luas."  I'be  country  in  every  direction  wa*  Hat  and 
uninloronting  ;  ubjecls  could  be  seen  in  the  morning 
which  it  took  ua  a  good  day'a  joamey  to  reach.  Occa- 
aionally  we  would  come  aoruoa  a  gull)'  with  a  atraam  of 
freah  water,  which  was  indeed  acceptable  to  both  man 
and  beast.  I  think  it  waa  on  the  third  night  after 
leaving  tbe  Hhawnee  village,  we  came  to  a  ranch, 
situated  OB  tbe  babka  of  the  Kaw  Kivar,  which  rirer 
we  had  to  croas.  The  ranch  consiated  iiiorely  of  a  two- 
atery  log  house,  where  you  could,  acuonling  to  local 
phraaeology,  obtain  abundonoa  of  whiskey  "  warranted 
to  kill  at  a  hundred  yard*."  I  need  aoarcelv  add  that 
thia  place  wa*  one  of  very  powerful  attraction  to  tbe 
Burrounding  neighbourhood,  not  only  en  aoucuut  of  ite 
whisky,  but  for  tha  plenUful  supply  of  freah  water 
which  could  at  any  time  be  obtainea.  At  the  time  of 
our  arrival,  w*  found  a  company  ol  "greaaer*"  in  full 
caroiual,  whoa*  appearance  and  ^neral  demeanour 
cauaed  u*  to  adopt  the  pollev  which  i*  expreaaad  in 
*ea-faring  language  a*  giving  tiiem  a  wid*  berth,  and  it 
wa*  well  that  we  did  *o,  for  the  demon-like  noiaaa 
which  reached  ua  at  interrala  throughout  the  night 
ahowed  that  brawling  and  fighting  were  to  them  a* 
mere  amuaemanta.  Next  morning,  howerer,  their 
diflarencea  appeared  to  have  vaniahed,  and  all  were 
fairly  "  ahip-shape,"  with  the  exception  of  one  poor 
fellow  whum  we  found  lying  on  the  ground  acaruely 
able  to  move,  and  who  begged  a*  though  for  life  that 
aome  of  us  would  give  liim  a  little  bufTido  nte.ik. 
Anxious  to  get  away  from  this  at  present  uninviting 
spot  we  broke  camp  and  departed.  We  sulieequently 
encountered  several  oompaniea  of  "  greaaera."  and  to 
aee  them  on  the  march  ia  a  eight  not  easily  erased  from 
the  memory.  If  the  Society  for  tbe  Prevention  of 
Cruelty  to  Animala  ahould  at  any  time  be  on  the  look 
out  fur  a  now  Held  of  labour,  UX  its  attention  be  directeil 
to  theae  Mexican  CArriers,  and  1  will  gU)irantee  that  it 
will  Und  ample  scope  for  it*  humane  occuiution.  1  have 
before  stated  tliat  their  waggons,  or  ' '  Prairie  schooners  " 
are  covered  ^itb  white  canvaa  ;  around  theae  oovera 
are  atretched  thick  rope*,  upon  which  are  hung  long 
atripea  of  buffalo  meat,  which,  from  lung  cx^ioniire 
to  tbe  aun,  becomes  very  dry  and  hard,  and  looks  liko 
anything  but  a  tempting  morsel  fur  a  dainty  stomach, 
though  it  ia  much  relished  by  the  "gre<u>cr*."  The 
waggons  are  uaually  heavily  laden,  ao  that  travel- 
ling at  even  a  moderate  pace,  except  where  the  road  is 
very  good,  is  out  of  tbe  queatlon.  It  is  pitiful  to  aee 
the  poor  oxen  towuada  the  oloae  of  a  day's  journey 
(performed  under  tbe  burning  sun,  and  perhap*  wholly 
without  water),  with  blood-shot  eyes,  and  tongue* 
hanging  far  out  of  their  mouths,  tugging  away  at  tbe 
lumbrous  load  behind  them,  whilst  their  inhuman  drirers, 
with  whip-stocks,  like  clothes  props,  and  thick  buffalo 
laahea  attached,  are  urging  tbem  on  at  their  utmost 
apeed.  The  "  thud "  of  tbe  hary  lash  ax  at  almoat 
erery  moment  it  fall*  upon  the  perspirHtion-aoddened 
hides  of  aome  of  the  poor  bruteii,  would  evoke  pity 
from  the  heart  of  any  but  a  "  Mexican  greaser.' 

In  oonaeuoenoe  of  the  marshy  ground  in  the  rioiuage 
o(  aume  of  the  gulley*,  or  brooks,  aro4Bing  vraa  sometime* 


a  matter  of  diAoulty.  I  remember  one  moruing  coming 
to  one  of  theee  gullaya,  where  we  found  a  whole  train  of 
"  Diaaaaia  "  at  a  dead  lock,  in  conaequence  ef  the  Biet 
waggon  harinir  broken  ita  axle  on  ascending  the  alight
